FCC HIGHLIGHTS 


WARC-92 Satellite Issues. 

The FCC has agreed to issue a supplemental 
Notice of Inquiry in General Docket 89-554 
concerning preparations for next year’s World 
Administrative Radio Conference. In the new 
document the FCC proposes a fourth option for 
the Broadcast Satellite Service and terrestrial 


digital audio broadcasting at 2360-2410 MHz, | 


with existing primary services becoming second- 
ary after a transition period. 


The NOI also proposes geostationary Mobile 
Satellite Services (GSO-MSS) uplinks at 2410- 
2450 MHz, also with existing primary services 
_ becoming secondary after transition. 


Unlike the previous NOI, the new notice 
proposes to retain existing Amateur and 
_ Amateur Satellite secondary allocations in the 
entire 2300-2450 range. Continued access would 
depend on Amateurs’ ability to share. 


Petition Denied. 

The FCC has denied a petition by Michael R. 
Reynolds - W@KIE which requests amendment 
of the FCC Regulations to permit one-way 
_ retransmission of live science and space updates 
_ from NASA to Amateurs and to local schools as 
well as one way retransmission of VOA (Voice of 
_ America) news on VHF/UHF frequencies. 


Robert H. McNamara, FCC Chief, Special 
Services ruled that "One of the fundamental 
principles of the Amateur. Service is that the 
Amateur service is reserved for bona fide 
Amateur service communications. We believe 
that the type of communications that you 

request chip away at this fundamental 
principle." He added that VOA programming is 
already available via satellite and international 
(shortwave) broadcast stations. 


First Code-Free License to Maryland Man. 
Robert N. Williams - N3IFY of Annapolis, MD, 
has received the first code-free Amateur Radio 
license. His new Technician Class license was 
issued by the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion in mid-March. The historic new code-free 
license class became effective Feb. 14. Williams 
took his examination before volunteer examiners 


of the Laurel (MD) Radio Club. 
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- In the first two weeks of the new license 
class, the FCC received 313 applications for 
code-free licenses, according to the Commission. 


Rumor Control Department. 

Unfounded rumors about FCC plans to “ban 
scanners" are cluttering electronic mail and 
packet bulletin boards. The rumors are not 
true. Apparently what set them off was some- 
one’s hearing about, and misinterpreting, 
the FCC Notice of Inquiry in Docket 91-36 
(which considers the possibility of RELIEVING 
RESTRICTIONS on the possession and use of 
Amateur Radio equipment in local jurisdictions 
having anti-scanner laws, through federal 
preemption). 


Commenting on the rumors, ARRL Executive 
Vice President David Sumner, K1ZZ, _ said: 
"It’s a shame that the FCC, in trying to do the - 
Amateur community a favor, gets subjected to 
a lot of abuse just because someone can’t be 
bothered to check his facts before getting on the 
keyboard. This kind of ruamormongering is just 
plain irresponsible." 


Waivers for Military Personnel 

The FCC advises that U.S. military personnel 
whose Certificate of Successful Completion 
(CSCE) expired while they served in the Persian 
Gulf may ask their volunteer examiners to apply 
for a waiver of FCC Rules Section 97.505(a)(3). 
Such requests for waivers will be considered on 
a case-by-case basis, says the FCC. 


First Impressions of Power Audits’ 

The FCC on April 5 released its preliminary 
conclusions from "power audits" which were 
conducted February 26 and 27. The conclusions 
were based on visits to 209 Amateur stations, 
according to the Commission. Most were 
selected at random but 31 were chosen because 
"they were subjects of interference complaints 
(interference to home entertainment electronics 
devices -- ed). 


"The FCC made observations of the communi- 
cations conducted at the power level usually 
used by the station, and then made similar 
observations with the power reduced by one-half 
or more," the FCC said in a press release.

FCC Highlights - Continued 


The FCC noted the following "findings": 

e 75 % of the stations experienced no 
degradation in communications capability when 
the power was reduced by more than half; 


@ Lower power resulted in reduced interfer- 
ence to home electronic entertainment 
equipment in one-third of the cases; 


© 70 % of the Amateur operators interviewed 
stated that their stations normally transmit 
with less then 200 watts of transmitter power; 


e Approximately two-thirds of the stations 
reported to be the source of interference to 
home electronic entertainment equipment were 
transmitting with 100 watts or less. 


The FCC press release noted the following 
conclusions: 

® Most Amateur stations are not operating at 
minimum power as required (Section 97.313(a); 

@ Reduced power can alleviate significant 
reception interference problems without degra- 
dation in communications capabilities; 

@ In addition to reducing transmitter power, 
other remedies such as transmitter or receiver 
filtering may be required to eliminate inter- 
ference. | : 


The Amateur community now awaits details 
of the methodology of the "power audit." The 
FCC has said it intends to release the study at 
a later date. 


Commenting on the Commission’s news 
release, ARRL Executive Vice President David 
Sumner - K1ZZ, said: "It is interesting to note 
that according to the Commission’s own figures, 
Amateur stations operating at 100 watts or less 
are as likely to be a ’source’ of interference as 
higher-powered stations, and reducing power 
even further did not eliminate the interference 
in two-thirds of the cases. Anyone arguing for 
a reduction in Amateur transmitter power limits 
will find no support in this study." 


According to FCC officials, these "visits," 
begun Feb. 28, are part of a program to gather 
data on the various services the Commission 
administers, to conduct enforcement as the 
need arises during the course of the project, 
and to educate its licensees. 


Smith says this is not a case of the Amateur 
Service being singled out. He cites surveys of 
other services, including cable TV leakage, 
tower painting and lighting, AM broadcasting 
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technician standards compliance, and land 


mobile systems licensing. 


The FCC also could use the audits as a basis 
for "educating" Amateurs about their rule to use 
the minimum transmitter power necessary to 
maintain communications. 


The audit may have been prompted by 
increased complaints of RF interference to 
telephones, on the theory that if Amateurs used 
lower power levels there would be fewer 
complaints. 


The League has pointed out that the FCC has 
not used its authority to require consumer 
electronics devices to be less susceptible to RFI. 
The League noted that asking Amateurs to 
reduce power in cases where their transmitters 


are not at fault would be unfair, although 
Amateurs often do so voluntarily. 
The increase in telephone interference 


complaints may have been in part due to the 
deregulation of the industry; consumers no 


longer have a single point of contact -- the local — 


telephone company -- from whom to get relief 
from interference problems. 


FCC Comments on Packet Violations. 
With reference to the violation notices issued in 
connection with an _ inappropriate packet 
message, the FCC has commented: "Up to this 
point, most Amateurs were of the opinion that 
only the originator of a prohibited transmission 
is responsible for its message content. Such is 
not the case. ..... Our objective was to get the 
message across to Amateurs that you may not 
automactically retransmit prohibited communi- 
cations."

All-Ham Shuttle Breaks New Ground in 
Space. Space Shuttle Flight STS-37 sported a 
number of firsts, including national wire service 
coverage and both fast and slow scan television 
transmitted on the Amateur bands, the latter 
featuring pictures from a spacewalk by astro- 
nauts Jay Apt - N5QWL and Jerry Ross - 
N5SCW. 


"Ham Radio Network Links Students with 
Shuttle Astronauts," proclaimed Page One of 
the Chicago Daily Herald, a headline echoed in 
several dozen papers around the country. 


Mission STS-87 -- "the educational SAREX 
(Shuttle Amateur Radio EXperiment)," was 
launched April 5 and spent an extra, fifth day 
aloft when weather prevented a safe landing. 
The crew took advantage of the unscheduled day 
in space to unstow their SAREX equipment and 
make random QSOs for a few hours. 


During this time the orbiter flew over South 
America and South Africa and a number of 
hams were thrilled with their "space" QSOs, 
including ZR6AUJ, who was mobile. Pilot Ken 
Cameron - KB5AWP rogered the QSO by 
saying, "We’re mobile to mobile!" 


Perhaps the most significant "first" for STS-37 
was its all-ham crew, a fact noted by the Wall 
Street Journal. "The first ham convention in 
space" is what AMSAT president and SAREX 
‘net control operator Doug Loughmiller - KOSI 
called it. Loughmiller shared control duties 
with Roy Neal - K6DUE, and AMSAT vice 
president for manned space operations Bill 


Tynan - W38XO. 


In addition to Cameron, Apt, and Ross, 
Commander Steven Nagel - N5RAW and 
_Mission Specialist Linda Godwin - N5RAX 
rounded out the five-astronaut: crew. 


Thousands of students eavesdropped on 
Amateur Radio from outer ‘space during ten 
group contacts — each With several schools 
taking part. On one of these planned activities, 
a linkup with 3,000 students in 21 schools was 
coordinated by Terry Redding - WB5LMU. 
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FSTV from the Shuttle was led by Jim Steffen - 

KC6A; Andy Bachler - N9AB (of the Motorola 
Amateur Radio Club in Schaumburg, Illinois); 
operators at the Marshall Space Flight Center 
Amateur Radio Club - WA4NZD;_ and the 
Goddard Amateur Radio Club - WA3NAN. 


Here is a short audio segment from the FSTV 
QSOs, taped by WB4APR: 

KB5AWP: "Fantastic! We’ve got a window 
mount antenna up here, as you know, and 
we're still making great contacts. We're 
over Florida moving at about 25,000 feet per 
second. I see N9AB right now on video — 
good picture of an operator and some 
students. Ok, picture’s breaking up ... a big 
dish antenna!" 


N9AB: "The big dish antenna is Goddard, 
WASNAN, via the Naval Academy dish." 


KBSAWP: "Okay, I’ve got some horizontal 
~ lines in the picture ... now it’s better. Yeah! 
I’ve got color!! That’s a great picture!" 


Yet another first occurred when Cameron 
downlinked automatically "frame-grabbed" live 
pictures of the mission’s space walks by slow- 
scan television on 2 Meters, using Atlantis’s 
closed-circuit television system. He also trans- 
mitted slow-scan pictures of Linda - N5RAX to 
young people during the QSOs with schools. 


Unfortunately, attempts to trouble-shoot 
packet and SSTV receiver problems were not so 
successful. And calls to MIR, the Soviet space 
station, resulted only in partial contacts. 


A student in Rockford, Illinois asked Cameron 
how it felt to be launched: "Wow! During liftoff 
your body feels like it is being squashed a little 
bit as the solid rocket boosters and the three 
main engines lift you off of the pad and right off 
of the planet." 


As the mission wound down Cameron 
described preparations to return to Earth. "It’s 
a beehive of activity here what with planning 
for re-entry, taking pictures of the earth and 
plotting orbit maneuvering for returning."

Steven - N5RAW admonished students to 
"Take school seriously. Worry about your 
grades right now no matter how young you are." 


Larry Calvert - WA9OAO, a teacher at 
Monroe Central School in Parker City, Indiana, 
said excited students asked him to start a school 
radio club. An unlicensed teacher in Missouri 
ealled ARRL during the mission for help in 
writing a grant proposal to get equipment for 
her third graders, after a local ham brought his 
equipment so they could listen to SAREX. 


A SAREX shortwave listener from Maine 
wrote to ARRL to find out how to get a ham 
license. 


ARRL instructor Len Casacalenda - KV1P set 
up a ham demonstration at a school science fair, 
and let kids listen to Goddard Amateur Radio 
Club’s shuttle audio retransmissions. 


Recently, ARRL and AMSAT-NA asked 
NASA to consider allowing SAREX to fly aboard 
missions in 1992, on high inclination orbits 
which would offer better opportunities for QSOs 
to all U.S. hams. 


And NASA has approached astronaut Ron 
Parise - WA4SIR, who was payload specialist 
aboard Columbia last December, to see if he 
would be interested in flying the STS-35 Astro 
astronomy payload once again. This flight could 
be planned for as early as 1992. RKon’s 
response? "You bet!" 


Bill to Protect Antennas Nears Passage in 
Florida. Identical bills to protect Amateurs’ 


- antenna rights have passed the Florida Senate 


and House and awaited Governor Lawton 
Chiles’ signature at presstime. 


The bills, House HB-203 and Senate SB-598, 
would prohibit "counties and municipalities from 
enacting or enforcing restrictive ordinances 
governing Amateur radio antennas.” The bills 
cite Federal law (PRB-1) in prohibiting local 
regulations that fail "to conform to the limited 
preemption entitled "Amateur Radio Preemp- 
tion, 101 FCC 2d 952 (1985)." 


John Hills - KC4N_ of Tallahassee, who is 
state government liaison for the Northern and 
Southern Florida ARRL sections, writes: 


"Rudy Hubbard - WA4PUP, who is the 
Northern Florida section manager, suggested 


to me that a law that put PRB-1 into Florida 
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statutes would be helpful in reducing the 
problem of local governments’ enacting ordinances 
that unduly restrict Amateur antennas. 


"This is becoming a widespread problem in 
Florida," Hills said. 


Hills’ neighbor is Hurley Rudd, a member 
of the Florida House of Representatives and 
former owner of an AM broadcast station in 
Tallahassee. 


"Rudd was favorably impressed," Hills says, 
"by our ham activities in support of emergency 
efforts during the hurricane of 1985 that hit 
Tallahassee, so it was easy to get him interest- 
ed in our problem and in our proposed solution. 


"He and his legislative aide, Jim Trunzo, got 
appropriate legislation drafted." 


Hills, along with NFLA’ SEC George 
Thurston - W4MLE and Ted Zateslo - W1XO, 


‘District Emergency Coordinator for Florida’s 


Capital District, then met with Rudd, the 
Florida League of Cities, and Florida Associa- 
tion of Counties, and House lawyers, to 
hammer out the bill’s wording. 


An identical bill was simultaneously entered 
in the Florida Senate, in order that whichever 
bill passed first would be substituted for the 
other, ensuring that both houses would pass 
the same wording. 


The House bill passed on April 8, followed by 
passage of the Senate version the next day. 
Each had only one dissenting vote, on techni- 
calities. At press time only the Governor’s 
signature stood between the bills and Florida 
law. 


Michael Pozzani - W3SV, Dies in Plane- 


Helicopter Collision. An ARRL Life Member 


was among the six persons killed April 4 in the 
collision of a private plane and a helicopter over 
Merion, Pa. Michael Pozzani- W3AV was pilot 
of the helicopter and died in the crash that 
killed U.S. Senator John Heinz III, and others. 


Pozzani, 42, was an Army veteran of the ~ 


Vietnam War and received his flight training on 
the GI Bill. He had flown for the Sun Company 
for ten years, with half of his 10,000 flying 
hours in helicopter. 
Michael Burke, died instantly in the crash. 


Pozzani and his co-pilot, 
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ARRL Report - Continued 


The Philadelphia Inquirer noted that Pozzani 
"had a habit of. helping people in trouble" 
(Pozzani had flown to the area to help when 
Heintz’s aircraft reported trouble with its 
landing gear). 


Pozzani’s wife, Loretta, told the Inquirer 
"One time, we were just driving by and we 
came upon a house that was burning. We 
happened to have the ham radio in the car. He 
radioed for help and they got there in time to 
save the house and the people inside." 


Pozzani was a net control station on the 
Tri-County Amateur Radio Net, serving Lane, 
Chester and Berks Counties, according to net 
manager Steve Rickets - KU8V. 


Pozzani was born in North Apollo, Pa., and 
lived in Elverson, Pa. He leaves his wife of 13 
years, Loretta, his mother, and a brother. 


Ohio Amateur is Charged with Making 
False Distress Calls. James A. Haas - WT8Q, 
of Athens, Ohio, on April 5 was arrested and 
charged with making false distress calls on 
police frequencies in Prince William County, 
Virginia, according to the Washington Post. 
Haas, a high school physical education teacher, 


was released on $100,000 personal bond on 
April 8. 


According to the Post, Haas, was in the 
Washington area to "attend an Amateur radio 
conference." (The Timonium Hamfest was that 
weekend). 


On April 9 the Associated Press reported that 
Haas also is under suspicion for making similar 
distress calls in four communities in Kentucky 
and three in Ohio, all of which have reported 
such incidents in the past year-and-a-half. 


If convicted, Haas could face five years’ 
imprisonment and fines of up to a quarter of a 
million dollars.

Successful 15-Year Run..,,'The end is near for 
"Tune in the World With Ham Radio," the 
- League’s beginner’s kit born during the heyday 
of Citizen’s Band radio in 1975. A few copies of 
the kit remain and when they are gone 547,955 
_will have been distributed. ~~ 


"TITW" was the cornerstone of a three-year 
effort to increase the number of licensed 
_ Amateur Radio operators in the U.S. Fifty to 
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one hundred thousand new licensees was the 
goal set to be met before the 1979 World Admin- 
istrative Radio Conference. 


Chod Harris - WB2CHO was named manager 
of the League’s newly created Club and Training 
Department. "General Manager Dick Baldwin - 
WI1RU asked me to head this effort," Harris 
said. "I made him read out loud the last 
sentence of the 20-page proposal to accomplish 
the task. ’You would have to be crazy to take 
this job.’ On that basis, I took it." 


The recruiting drive was centered around 
increased organization and support of local 
Amateur radio classes around the country, and 
an all-new beginner’s book and audio tape 
package. "Tune in the World with Ham Radio’ 
was born. 


The time schedule was grueling, Harris 
recalls. "To meet a deadline for buying paper, 
the number of pages in the book was deter- 
mined before the first word was written," 
he said. 


Rosalie White - WA1STO was named deputy 
manager of the new department, and tackled 
the opening 20 percent of TITW -- the "inspira- 
tional" section. 


Bob Margolin - K1BM wrote the book’s 
middle portion; and Harris penned the rest, 
describing how to get on the air and make 
contacts. 


"IT wrote much of it on a veranda overlooking 
the sunwashed roofs of Hamilton, Bermuda, 
where I was operating a contest DXpedition," 
says Harris. —~ 


"Tune in the World" included the League’s 
first codelearning cassette tape, which intro- 
duced a format designed to avoid the so-called 
code speed ’plateau’ around 10-15 WPM. The 
traditional printed list of code characters did not 
appear in "Tune in the World’; the new Novice 
would learn the Morse code by sound alone. 


At the suggestion of a member of ARRL’s 
shipping department, a call area map of the 
U.S. was added as the third element in the Tune 
in the World package. 


"That map may be the only one ever printed 
that can be appreciated by a color-blind person," 
said Chod Harris, who selected the colors and 
is himself color-blind.

"Unfortunately," Harris said, "I failed to 
notice that the draft version of the map didn’t 
include Long Island. When then-ARRL Presi- 
dent Harry Dannals - W2HD, who lived on 
Long Island, received his copy of the "Tune in 
the World" package, he immediately called to 
ask ’Where is Long Island?’ 


"Off the coast of Connecticut," Harris replied, 
not yet knowing of the omission. 


"Tune in the World" was introduced to the 


public at a CB show on Long Island. Sales were 
brisk, Harris said, despite the map’s omission. 


"As interest in Amateur Radio surged," 
Rosalie White said, "the Club and Training 


Department staff couldn’t keep up with the 


demand for help from would-be hams. We hired 
two additional people and temporarily put the 
Headquarters museum into storage so we could 
use its space." 


Following its debut in July 1976, "Tune in 
the World" sold 111,184 copies in the first 18 
months. Sales slowly declined until 1987, when 
"Novice Enhancement" resulted in sales of 
57,926 TITWs. Since then some 40,000 have 
been sold annually. 


Today, orders are arriving for the League’s 
new "Now You’re Talking," an updated begin- 
ner’s kit that, among other goals, aims to 
bring the code-free Technician licensee into our 
ranks.

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PEPCO Assistance with RFI 


With regard to RFI, PEPCO statistics indicate 40% of the RFI complains filed with them are 
determined to originate from the complainant’s own residence! Another 25% have their source in 
the houses of the complainant’s neighbors, and 15% from commercial sources - such as neon lights 
found in many shopping centers. When the RFI source is determined to be from a residence, the 
most frequently found culprits include malfunctioning door bell transformers, aquarium heaters, 
and air conditioning transformers. If you are experiencing RFI problems, check out these most 
frequent sources first, make a recording of the "noise" if possible, and then call Michael Martin at 
the PEPCO Interference Department at (202) 833-7500.

6) Serving as an ARRL Field appointee or Section Manager, 10 points each appointment; 
maximum 380. 

7) Participating in a communications network for a public service event, 10 soe each event; 
no limit. 

8) Providing and maintaining an automated digital ton that handles radiogram-formatted 
message traffic, 30 points. Monthly qualifying total: 70 points 


PLEASE NOTE: Categories 1, 2, and 3 above now state "PUBLIC SERVICE NET". This means that 
participation in ARES Nets (including the National Capital ARES Net), whether for training or for 
a public service event, COUNTS AS POINTS FOR PSHR. Virginia PSHR reports should be sent 
by the 5th of the month to insure publication in QST.

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"What? -- 


That was precisely my comment to Chuck 
Sommer when he called me in late January 
and informed me that the Goddard Amateur 
Radio Club had been selected as one of the 
stations for the fast scan television uplink 
attempt on STS-37. Although the club has a 
very small Amateur television set up, to do 
something like this was unthinkable. We had 
neither the equipment nor the resources to 


obtain it. Of course, after working with 
Chuck for two years, I knew instantly that 
somehow, some way, the Goddard Amateur 


Radio Club would be ready for that Fast Scan 
Television Uplink Attempt, a mere two plus 
months away. 


Chuck gave me some phone numbers and 
we got on the phone and on the air and start- 
ed rounding up our crew. Bob Bruninga - 
WB4APR, John Mattox - N3HQL, Bill 
Boston - N38DCI, Bob Curry - KC3VO and 
several others were enlisted to assist in this 
attempt. The satellite dish at the Naval 
Academy in Annapolis, Maryland would 
become our back-up station, in case things 
went wrong at the club site. Chuck, on the 
advice of some of these people, began calling 
manufacturers to solicit loans of equipment, 
and they came through beautifully. An 
amplifier from Henry, antennas from and 
a camera from John Mattox were all delivered 
just at the last possible moment. 


After two months of weekly nets among 
this ATV group, the equipment was here. On 
Monday before the mission, evening work 
parties began in earnest to try to get the 
equipment together before the launch. Under 
the skillful direction of Chuck Sommer - 
N4OSD, who nearly single-handedly put the 
equipment together, antennas were assembled 
and put in place on the portable tower, 
rotators were made almost from scratch and 
amplifiers were put on line and tested. Last 


minute repairs and modifications were being 
made the night before the mission and no 


sleep was to be had among any of the 


members who were involved with this attempt. 


A similar effort was going on at the Naval 


Academy where Bob was putting together his 


station for this attempt. Communications

Finally, on launch day plus one, we were 
all in the block house to begin our first 
attempt to get fast scan television uplinked to 
the Space Shuttle. There were six stations 
across the country who were attempting this. 
On the first three passes, all stations tried. 
As we listened to Ken Cameron, we realized 
that the most successful attempt was our 
back-up station at the Naval Academy, who 
managed to get a flicker up to the shuttle, 
but nothing that could be called a real picture. 
The next two passes were also unsuccessful. 
This was probably due to the orientation of 
the shuttle at this point in its orbits. 


The next day was a different story, how- 
ever. Three out of six stations were able to 
make successful attempts. The Naval Academy 
was one of them. They were able to get one of 
the videos up to the shuttle and received ~ 
confirmation of a nice, clear picture in the P5 
range. The excitement was not to be believed! 


On Monday, more attempts were made. 
We have been told that the GARC did success- 
fully make it up to the shuttle with Fast Scan 
Television. However, at this time, we have 
received no definite confirmation of that. It 
was an exciting, pioneering adventure, ~ 
though. As we think back about it now, it — 
was all worth it, despite the lack of sleep and 
the nervous anticipation as to whether all the — 
equipment was going to make it in on time. ~ 
As we are continually reminded by our illustri 
ous leader, it was an experiment and for the 
Goddard Amateur Radio Club, it gave new 
meaning to the word!

children. Once it was over, we would go 
back to normal operations. Since Amateur 
Radio operators were very vital in the success 
of the telebridges, we decided that it was 
something that our listening community would 
like to hear. 


Some voice and packet uplinks were also 
attempted. However, since the packet set up 
on board the shuttle was not working during 
the mission, the packet attempt was not 
successful. During the mission, a successful 
voice attempt was made by a few of the club 
members. All in all, the Amateur Radio 
operators at the Goddard Club Station feel 
that both of the SAREX missions have been

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very exciting, successful times for us and for 
Amateur Radio as a whole. We look forward 
to future missions with SAREX on board. 
We will be there, ready, willing, and, if our 
equipment and operators hold out, able to 
participate in this Amateur Radio experiment. 
Will there be other SAREX missions? We 
hope so. SAREX is manifested on shuttle 
flights. All that is needed is licensed Amateur 
Radio operators on board. Hopefully, other 
astronauts will catch the excitement from the 
last two crews and soon, SAREX will be the 
norm, rather than the exception!

The bottom of the last page does bear, as I 
believe all Soviet publications do, a "signed to press" date, which will be cited as a convenient 
reference. |

"NEW SPACE REPEATERS" 
On 5 February 1991, a new satellite, "Kosmos-2123," was launched into orbit around the Earth. 
In addition to the basic (navigational) equipment on board, there is also equipment consisting of two 
repeaters intended for amateur radio communications. The callsigns of the repeaters are RS-12 and 
RS-13. The repeaters transfer signals from the 144 MHz band to the 28 MHz band. 


The equipment was made by DOSAAF radioamateur-constructors. The Scientific-Research 
Space-Equipment Laboratory of DOSAAF USSR is presently verifying the operation of the on-board 
equipment.

Two Soviet periodicals carry news about Amateur Radio on a regular basis: RADIO -- a monthly 


* magazine published jointly by the USSR Ministry of Communication and the military training 


organization DOSAAF -- and SOVETSKIY PATRIOT (SP), a weekly newspaper published by the 
DOSAAF Central Committee. 


RADIO covers what is considered Amateur Radio in the West, as well as other electronics 
pursuits included in the far broader Soviet definition of Amateur Radio (radiolyubitel’stvo). Most 
issues contain a three-page column entitled CQ-U ("Calling All Radio Amateurs in the USSR"), 
consisting of regular sections on specific amateur radio topics (in the more restricted Western sense) 
such as VHF/UHF/SHF, QSL routings, and propagation. Publishing delays cause the contents of 
RADIO to be considerably out of date by the time the magazine reaches readers, even in the USSR. 


SOVETSKIY PATRIOT, on the other hand, contains far less -- but much "fresher" -- amateur 
- radio news, most of it in a serially-numbered column known by the initials NLD ("Na lyubitel’skikh 
diapazonakh" - "On the Amateur Bands"), edited by Boris Grigor’yevich Stepanov, UW8AX, and 
usually appearing on the next-to-last page (page 15).

as well as the fact that the contents of the "NLD" column are less difficult for non-native speakers 
of Russian than the contents of RADIO, consideration might be given to subscribing, initially at 
least, to SOVETSKIY PATRIOT alone.

MARYLAND-DC QSO PARTY 


My name is Page Pyne - WA3EOP and I am Chairman of the Committee that oversees the 
1991 MARYLAND—DC QSO PARTY. Don - KD8TY, who usually writes the Antietam Radio 
Club column asked me to fill in this month so that I could give you an advance look at changes 
in the 1991 Party that the Committee hopes will make the party bigger and better than ever. 


Last year the big change was the introduction of a new sponsor and a new club category. 
The club category proved very interesting and the very first club winners were WA8NAN for 
Maryland and K8EKA for DC. Will they repeat this year? 


Basically, the committee this year felt changes were necessary in the areas of exchange, 
scoring and awards. The contest exchange this year will contain the usual Signal Report and 
QTH + a new item - MAJOR CATEGORY OF ENTRY. The Major Category of entries will 
include: Club, QRP, Mobile, Novice, and Technician entries. All other entries (most 
entries) will fall in the Standard category. This change was make to make sure all contestants 
know when they encounter the higher scoring Clubs and Mobile stations. Last year a few 
stations lost points by not scoring the club stations as bonus points on their logs. 


Another change was made by the committee in the area of scoring. All valid QSOs to a 
club station will now be worth 10 points each. QSOs with a mobile station will be 
worth 5 points. CW/RTTY QSOs remain at 2 points for non-club or non-mobile QSOs. 
SSB/AM/FM QSOs with a non-club or non-mobile will be 1 point QSOs. To eliminate confusion 
in scoring, points are no longer cumulative. This adjustment in scoring is reflected in the 
change in QSO Point values for Clubs and Mobiles. New this year is a 100 point bonus for 
mobile stations making 20 QSOs in any county outside their own. For example, if a 
mobile made at least 10 QSOs from each of five (non-home) MD—DC counties, the mobile would 
add a whopping 500 bonus points for final score. DC and Baltimore City count as separate 
counties again this year. Awards this year go to the usual state winners, Canada, DX, High 
Club, Top 3 Maryland logs, Nigh Novice, and High Technician. Added this year: 

1. Mobile Award to high scoring MD-—DC mobile showing QSO’s from 

at least 2 counties. 
2. High YL Log Score 
3. High Score from a QRP Station 

(Possibly Ist, 2nd, and 3rd awards nationally) 
4. SWL award for best non-ham log. 


5. Certificate to each station with at least 100 Q@SO Points in entry! 
‘Hopefully, full rules will appear in Auto-Call closer to contest dates of August 17-18.

Keeping up the pace throughout the month 
of April, MARC hosted two guest speakers, 
Steve Younkins and Michael Martin from 
PEPCO. Steve provided the club with an 
overview of the utility’s communication 
capabilities, while Michael addressed the 
always puzzling technical issues surrounding 
radio frequency interference (RFI), as well as 
PEPCO’s troubleshooting capabilities related 
to diagnosing this difficult problem. Mr. 
Martin quickly dispelled the long-held belief 
that RFI is invariably caused by power line 


transformers. According to PEPCO-provided 
statistics, of the 500 complaints filed 
annually, only approximately 20% are 


determined to be utility-related. PEPCO 
asserts that from a statistical standpoint, 40% 
of the complaints filed are determined to 
originate from the complainant’s residence! 
Another 25% have their source in the houses 
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of the complainant’s neighbor’s, and 15% of 
the complaints emanate from a commercial 
source - such as the neon lights found in many 
shopping centers. Interestingly enough, when 
the RFI source is determined to be from a 
residence, the most frequently found culprits 
include malfunctioning

recommends that you call them directly at 
(202) 833-7500 and request that the 
"Interference Department" (Michael Martin) 
check it out.

Simple Antenna Match 
Simple Matching for Non-Radial 5/8 Wavelength Verticals. 
Rolan O. Clark, AA3G 


_ I would like to share the following simple design for matching 5/8 wavelength antennas to coax. 
I have used this method for several years and have had good success. First, let me draw a simple 
diagram.

i Connect the coaxial center conductor to the 5/8 element and the coax shield to the .2 wavelength 
element. Adjust the spacing, A to B, for minimum VSWR which will usually go to zero and has a 
_ broad frequency range over which the VSWR is low. 

: My experience has been that the VSWR is almost zero over the entire 10 meter band when the 
eB ntetina is constructed for that band. The same is true when the antennas are built for 20 meters, 


} 15 meters or two meters. My next project is to build one for 445 mHz and 40 meters. 


_ From my experience typical spacing for match is : 

For 2 meters, using 1/4 inch diameter elements, approx 7/8 inch 

For 2 meters, using 1/2 inch diameter for the 5/8 element and 7/8 inch diameter for the .2 element, 
: Giana 2 inches. For 2 meters, using #14 copper wire, approximately 1/8 inch and very 
critical! 

For 10, 15 and 20 meters using approximately 2-3 inch diameter tubing, match spacing is 10 to 12 
inches. With the larger diameter tubing the spacing is not super sensitive and the .2 wavelength 
element can be varied if that helps the match. 


COMMENTS AND CONSTRUCTION IDEAS 


1. VSWR means nothing by itself but, if the VSWR is low at the antenna, there should be good 
power transfer between the coax and the antenna.( if VSWR is high at the antenna input other 
methods are used to match the antenna/feed-line combination to the RF power source). 


2. The .2 wavelength element can be grounded or not. I keep mine at ground and connect a 100k 
2W resistor between the center conductor and shield of the coax for static discharge purposes. 


3. When using a 10, 15 and 20 meter 5/8 antenna of this design the VSWR does not change 
significantly whether the antenna .2 wavelength element is grounded or the whole antenna is 
sitting 2 feet off ground with no connection to ground. I have also set both elements on the 
grass with no change in VSWR. I assume that it would match the same if the antenna was 
sitting on concrete, as in a shopping center parking lot, although I have not tried that yet. I 
suppose if the ground was wet or very conductive there would be a change. Snow 2 feet up on 
the antenna did not affect the match. 


4, My first design , a 2 meter one, had the elements set in wood and worked fine. 


_ 5. L have built several of the 2 meter ones as follows: 
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Simple Antenna Match - Continued 


Using a 15-20 foot mast of 1 to 2 inches diameter, approximately 17 inches below the top of the 
mast connect the coax shield to the mast using a hose clamp. Position the bottom of a 4 foot 
piece of tubing ( 4 foot is close enough to a 5/8 on 2 meters) , 1/2 or 1 inch diameter, whatever 
you have, parallel to and down to a point across from where you connected the shield and 
connect the coax center conductor to the 5/8 section, adjust the spacing for minimum VSWR, 
install insulated spacers to support it, re-check VSWR and that’s it. The top of the mast is also 
the .2 wavelength part of the antenna and you only need one more piece to make an good 
antenna which is 15-20 feet off of the ground. : 

As an alternate method consider using a 10 foot piece of thin wall conduit. Cut off 4 feet and 
position it with its lower end about 17 inches down on the remaining 6 foot piece. Now, just the 
above example, you have constructed a 5/8 vertical whose feed point is about 4 1/2 feet off of 
ground and whose tip is about 8 1/2 feet off of ground. You can mount it anywhere else you wish. 


6. On 10, 15 and 20 meters I used approximately 12 inches of wire from the coax center conductor 

and the same from the shield to connect to the elements of the antenna as this makes the match 
much easier to accomplish. 
The gradual change in spacing, from the approximate 1/4 inch coax center conductor- to- shield 
distance spreading to approximately 12 inch spacing at the antenna elements, apparently 
performs a sort of impedance transition using this method. On 2 meters a length of 
approximately 2 inches for connecting to the coax seems to work fine. 


VARIATIONS 


The 10 meter 5/8 is approximately 1/2 wavelength on 15 meters. If the .2 wavelength element 
is at ground and an odd multiple of 1/4 wavelength coax is used the antenna can be used on 15 with 
little matching needed. Depending on the mounting environment, you may have to experiment with 
coax length but it may be possible to get a match to your tx without using a tuner (the length of 
coax is really a "tuner", but you know that). 


This antenna is slightly longer than a 1/4 wavelength on 20 meters so most antenna tuners will 
allow you to match to the coax with no problem on 20 meters. A 5/8 on the 18 mHz band is 
approximately a 1/4 wave on 40 meters so if you build a 18 mHz 5/8 then it will probably be a close 
match on 40 meters so you can use your imagination if you want to work more than one band with 
out using a tuner or by using the limited range tuners installed in some of the newer radios. 


THEORY 


I won’t display my antenna ignorance by trying to explain how this design works. I would like 
to see persons who live in rocky areas or deserts and the like try this design as I believe it to be 
fairly independent of ground conditions as far as antenna currents are concerned. The obvious 
advantage is no radials are required and all the currents should be contained in the antenna itself. 


The antenna should match at the band for which it is designed, thus eliminating the need for 


a tuner. The obvious disadvantage, if it is such, is a longer than normal antenna for a given band | 


but there is usually a lot more space UP than OUT! 


Please let me know if you build this type of antenna. I will appreciate reports of the results you 
achieve. This should be an excellent antenna for camping and Field Day operation since you can 
set it up ANYWHERE. Lean it against a wood fence and the like and you are on the air. 


Thanks to all who read this article. I wish you all good hamming. 
Remember, Any antenna you work someone with is a good antenna. 
Experiment, that’s the HAM way.
